STATE  STATUTORY  DEFINITIONS  AND  STANDARDS 

for 

FOODS  AND  DRUGS. 

Introduction. 

The  legislatures  of  the  following  States  have  enacted  into  law 
definitions  and  standards  of  certa  in  foods  and  drugs  listed  herein. 

Additional  definitions  and  standards,  adopted  only  by  State  officials 

/ 

charged  with  the  administration  of  food  and  drug  laws,  are  not  included 
in  this  circular,  but  will  be  published  in  another  circular. 

These  definitions  and  standards  are  published  for  the  informa¬ 
tion  and  guidance  of  the  food  and  drug  officials  and  the  courts  through- 

\ 

out  the  country.  It  is  believed  that  such  information  will  promote 

ft 

uniformity  and  efficiency  in  the  enforcement  of  food  and  drug  laws.  In 
the  past  it  has  not  been  available  in  a  form  for  ready  reference.  Such 
compilations  as  have  been  made  have  not  differentiated  clearly  between 
definitions  and  standards  enacted  into  law  by  legislative  bodies  and 
those  promulgated  by  administrative  officials  as  rules  and  regulations. 
It  is  not  likely  that  much  progress  will  be  made  toward  uniformity  in 
the  enforcement  of  food  and  drug  laws  until  officials  have  a  ready 
means  of  ascertaining  the  food  inspection  opinions,  decisions,  rules, 
regulations,  definitions,  and  standards  established  by  each  other  and 
by  the  law-making  bodies  of  the  several  States, 

As  the  Federal  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Circular  19  of  the  Office 
of  the  Secretary,  "Standards  of  Purity  for  Food .Products , "  have  in  many 
instances  been  the  basis  of  State  legislation,  wherever  a  State  law  is 


the  same  as  the  Federal  Act  or  Circular  19,  it  is  so  indicated  in  this 
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digest.  When  a  standard  varies  but  slightly  from  that  of  the  Federal 
Government,  such  variations  are  briefly  given  and  in  those  cases  where 
there  is  no  equivalent  either  in  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  or  Circular 
19  the  State  statute  is  given.  The  definitions  and  standards  are  ar¬ 
ranged  according  to  States  rather  than  according  to  commodities  but 
the  marginal  index  system  has  been  followed  so  that  vvith  little  diffi¬ 
culty  it  is  possible  to  ascertain  the  rulings  of  each  of  the  States 
upon  any  particular  substance.  On  the  first  page  under  each  State  are 
given  the  definitions  and  standards  for  ’’Food"  and  for  "Drugs,"  Follow¬ 
ing  this  under  the  caption  "Permitted  Additions"  are  arranged  alpha  bet- 
ically  those  substances  which,  v/hile  not  permitted  in  all  products,  may

be  used  under  certain  conditions  in  some  specific  food  or  drug,  and  re- 

« 

ferences  to  these  are  given.  Similarly,  under  the  heading  "Specific 
Prohibitions"  are  arranged  Preservatives,  Coloring  Matters,  and  other 
substances  which  in  certain  instances  are  specifically  prohibited  by  ' 
the  law.  The  other  sheets  of  the  digest  for  each  State  contain  a  list 
of  those  foods  and  drugs  which  are  mentioned  by  name  in  the  laws  of  the 
particular  State.  These  are  arranged  in  groups  of  related  substances 
which  in  turn  are  given  in  alphabetical  order,  thus,  under  the  word 
"MILKS"  will  be  found  alphabetically  "Condensed  Milk",  "Evaporated  Milk", 
etc.  The  various  kinds  of  cheeses  including  "Imitation  Cheese"  v/ill  be 
found  under  the  main  heading  "CHEESES"  rather  than  under  a  general  group 
term  such  as  "Dairy  Products"  which  might  have  been  used  to  cover  "Milks, 
Butters,  and  Cheeses."  In  those  instances  where  it. is  difficult  to 
classify  a  product,  cross  references  have  been  inserted  for  convenience 


in  locating  it. 
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Every,  effort  has  been  made  to  have  this  compilation  accurate  and 
the  preliminary  draft  for  each  State  has  been  submitted  for  correction 
to  the  State  official  concerned.  In  order  that  this  digest  may  be  kept 
up-to-date  and  furnish  reliable  information  at  all  times,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  each  individual  interested  in  this  general  project  to  in¬ 
form  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  as  soon  as  possible  of  the  enactment  of  any 
legislation  in  his  State  which  makes  revision  of  this  digest  necessary. 
Your  hearty  assistance  in  this  matter  is  earnestly  desired.

Fats. 

MIXED  EDIBLE  FAT  is  a  mixture  which  contains  not  less  than  99^ 

of  sweet  mixed  fat,  and  may  consist  of  a  mixture  of  refined 
cottonseed  oil  or  other  edible  vegetable  oils  with  sweet  beef 
fat  or  other  edible  animal  fats,  and  must  be  sold  under  a 
registered  or  proprietary  brand  and  properly  labeled  with 
the  names  of  the  ingredients,  and  with  a  distinctive 
trade  mark  or  name  bearing  the  name  of  the  manufacturer, 

LARD  is  the  rendered  fresh  fat  from  slaughtered  healthy  hogs, 

free  from  rancidity,  and  contains  not  more  than  1%  of  sub¬ 
stances,  other  than  fatty  acids,  not  fat,  necessarily  incor¬ 
porated  therewith  in  the  process  of  rendering. 

PURE  LEAF  LARD  is  la,rd  rendered  at  moderately  high  temperatures 
from  the  internal  fat  of  the  abdomen  of  the  hog,  excluding 
that  adhering  to  the  intestines,  and  has  an  iodin  number 
not  greater  than  60, 

LARD  COI^OUND  is  lard  rendered  at  low  temperatures  from  the  fatty 
meats  from  fresh  slaughtered  healthy  hogs,  or  which  contains 
other  ingredients  than  pure  fat  of  the  sv/ine,  and  not  over 
25%  of  beef  stearin  which  percentage  shall  be  specified  on 
the  label  of  the  container  of  such  goods. 

Oils. 

COTTONSEED  OIL  -  EDIBLE  is  defined  as  refined  cottonseed  oil 
free  from  disagreeable  taste  or  odors.

COTTONSEED  OIL  -  WHITS  for  edible  purposes  is  cottonseed  oil 
which  has  been  refined  in  such  a  me,nn9r  as  to  be  nearly 
colorless,  flavorless,  and  odorless. 

COTTONSEED  OIL  -  WINTER  for  edible  purposes  is  that  from  which 
a  portion  of  the  stearin  has  been  removed.  It  may  be 
either  white  or  yellow. 

Soda  Water . 

Unlav/ful  to  sell,  give  away,  or  keep  for  sale  any  soda 
water  or  other  soft-  drink  or  beverage  colored  with  any 
coal-tar  preparation,  (except  those  colors  which  are 
certified  to  and  whose  use  has  been  authorized  and  en¬ 
dorsed  by  the  Beard  of  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Inspection  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States), 
or  other  mineral  substance,  or  sweetened  with  any  other 
than  pure  fruit  sirups  or  pure  cane  or  beet  sugar.

LIQUORS  -  FERMENTED: 

WINE  -  PURE  is  the  juice  of  grapes  fermented,  preserved,  or  forti¬ 
fied  for  use  as  a  beverage,  or  as  a  medicine,  by  methods  recog¬ 
nized  as  legitimate  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
March  7,  1887,  PROHIBITED:  In  the  fermentation,  preservation, 
and  fortification  of  pure  wine,  no  materials  shall  be  used 
intended  as  substitutes  for  grapes,  or  any  part  of  grapes;  no 
coloring  matters  shall  be  added  which  are  not  the  product  of 
grapes  during  fermentation,  or  by  extraction  from  grapes  with 
the  aid  of  pure  grape  spirits;  no  foreign  fruit  juices  and  no 
spirits  imported  from  foreign  countries  ***;  no  anilin  dyes, 
salicylic  acid,  glycerin,  alum,  or  other  chemical  antiseptics 
or  ingredients  recognized  as  deleterious  to  health;  no  dis¬ 
tilled  spirits  shall  be  added  except  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
preservation,  PERMITTED:  tannin,  sulphur  fumes. 

WINE  -  DRY  is  that  produced  by  complete  fermentation  of  saccharin 
contained  in  must, 

WINE  -  SWEET  is  that  which  contains  more  or  less  saccharin  appre¬ 
ciable  to  the  taste. 

WINE  -  FORTIFIED  is  that  to  which  distilled  spirits  have  been  add¬ 
ed  to  increase  alcoholic  strength  for  purposes  of  preservation 
only,  and  shall  be  held  to  bo  pure  when  the  spirits  so  used  are 
the  product  of  the  grape  only. 

CHAMPAGNE  or  SPARKLING  WINE  is  that  which  contains  carbonic  acid  gas 
or  effervescence  produced  only  by  natural  fermentation  of 
saccharin  matter  of  must,  or  partially  fermented  wine  in  bottle. 

LIQUORS  -  UNFERMBNTED: 

GRAPE  IIUST  is  the  juice  of  grapes  only  in  its  natural  condition 
whether  expressed  or  mingled  with  the  pure  skins,  seeds,  or 
stems  of  grapes.

GRAPE  MUST  -  CONDENSED  is  pure  grape  must  from  which  water  has 
been  extracted  by  evaporation  for  purposes  of  preservation 
or  increase  of  saccharin  strength'. 


Butters. 

BUTTER  is  the  clean,  non-rahcid  product  made  by  gathering  in  any 
manner  the  fat  of  fresh  or  ripened  milk  or  cream  into  a  mass, 
which  contains  also  a  small  portion  of  the  other  milk  con¬ 
stituents,  with  or  without  salt,  and  a  harmless  coloring,  and 
contains  not  less  than  80^  of  milk  fat. 

IMITATION.  '’***Certain  manufactured  substances,  certain  extracts 
and  certain  mixtures  and  compounds,  including  such  mixtures 
and  compounds  with  butter  shall  be  known  and  designated  as 
’ oleomargarin’ ,  namely,  all  substances  heretofore  known  as 
ole'omargarin,  oleo,  olecmargarin-oil ,  butterine,  lardine, 
suine  and  neutral;  all  mixtures  and  compounds  of  oleomargarin, 
oleo,  oleoraargarin-oil ,  butterine,  lardine,  suine  and  neutral; 
all  lard  extracts  and  tallow  extracts,  and  all  mixtures  and 
compounds  of  tallow,  beef  fat,  suet,  lard,  lard-oil,  intesti¬ 
nal  fat  and  offal  fat  made  in  imitation  of  or  semblance  of 
butter,  or  v;hen  so  made,  calculated  or  intended  to  be  sold 
as  butter  or  for  butter." 

RENOVATED,  is  defined  to  mean  and  include  butter  that  has  been  re¬ 
duced  to  a  liquid  state  by  m.elting  and  drawing  off  such  liquid 
or  butter  oil  and  churning  or  otherwise  manipulating  it  in  con¬ 
nection  with  milk  or  any  product  thereof. 

Cheeses . 

CHEESE  is  the  sound,  solid,  and  ripened  product  made  from  milk  or 
cream  by  coagulating  the  casein  thereof  with  rennet  or  lactic 
acid,  with  or  without  the  addition  of  ripening  ferments  and 
seasoning,  and  with  or  without  salt  and  harmless  coloring 
matter.  All  cheese  not  plainly  marked  or  branded  as  to  its 
quality  must  contain  in  the  water-free  substance  not  less 
than  50^  of  milk  fat. 

FULL  CREAM  or  FULL  MILK  CHEESE  must  contain  in  the  water-free  sub¬ 
stance  not  less  than  50^  of  milk  fat. 

HALF  SKIM  CHEESE  must  contain  in  the  ?/ater-free  substance  not  less 
than  25^  of  milk  fat. 

IMITATION  CHEESE.  Every  article,  substance,  or  compound  other  than 
that  produced  from  pure  milk  or  cream  from  the  same,  made  in 
the  semblance  of  cheese,  and  designed  to  be  used  as  a  substi¬ 
tute  for  cheese  made  from  pure  milk  or  cream  from  the  same, 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  imitation  cheese;  provided  that  the 
use  of  salt,  rennet,  and  harmless  coloring  matter  for  coloring 
the  product  of  pure  milk  or  cream.,  shall  not  be  construed  to 
render  such  product  an  imitation;  and  provided  that  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  prevent  the  use  of  pure  skimmed  milk  in 
'the  manufacture  of  cheese.

Cream. 

CREAM  is  that  portion  of  milk,  rich  in  milk  fat  which  rises  to  the 

surface  of  milk  on  standing,  or  is  separated  from  it  by  centrif¬ 
ugal  force,  is  fresh  and  clean  and  contains  not  less  than  18f. 
of  milk  fat. 

EVAPORATED  or  CLOTTED  CREAM  is  cream  from  which  a  considerable  por¬ 
tion  of  water  has  been  evaporated. 


Ice  Creams. 

ICE  CREAM  is  the  frozen  product  made  from  pure  sweet  milk  or  con¬ 
densed  milk  or  cream  and  sugar  with  or  without  a  harmless 
flavoring  or  coloring,  and  contains  not  less  than  10^  of  milk 
fat,  and  not  more  than  0.6^  of  pure  and  harmless  vegetable  gum 
or  gelatin. 

FRUIT  ICE  CREAM  is  the  frozen  product  made  from  pure,  sweet  cream, 
sugar  and  sound,  clean,  mature  fruits,  and  contains  not  less 
than  8^^  of  milk  fat  and  not  more  than  0.6^  of  pure  and  harmless 
vegetable  gum  or  gelatin. 

NUT  ICE  CREAM  is  the  frozen  product  made  from  pure,  sweet  cream, 

sugar,  and  sound,  non-rancid  nuts,  and  contains  not  less  than 
8^  of  milk  fat,  and  not  more  than  0.6^  of  pure  and  harmless 
vegetable  gum  or  gelatin. 


M I LKS . 

MILK  is  the  fresh,  clean,  lacteal  secretion  all  parts  of  which 

within  48  hours,  if  raw',  and  within  60  hours,  if  pasteurized, 
last  prior  to  its  delivery  to  the  consumer  or  purchaser  shall 
have  been  obtained  from  the  udder  by  the  complete  milking  of 
one  or  mors  healthy  cows,  properly  fed  and  kept,  excluding 
that  obtained  within  15  days  before  and  5  days  after  calving, 
and  contains  not  less  than  3^  of  m.ilk  fat,  and  not  less  than 
8,5^  of  solids  not  fat. 

BUTTERMILK  is  that  portion  of  the  cream  which  remains  after  the 

separation  and  removal  therefrom  of  the  butter  fat  in  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  churning,  without  the  addition  of  water, 

CONDENSED  or  EVAPORATED  MILK  is  milk  from  which  a  considerable  por¬ 
tion  of  w’ater  has  been  evaporated.  The  standard  of  purity  of 
condensed  milk  and  evaporated  milk  shall  be  that  proclaimed 
and  established  by  the  Secretary  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture , 

ICE  MILK  is  the  frozen  product,  containing  less  fat  than  ice  cream, 
and  made  from  pure,  sv/eet  milk  and  sugar,  with  or  without  a 
harmless  flavoring  or  coloring  and  contains  not  less  than  2,4^ 
of  milk  fat  and  not  more  than  0.6^  of  pure  and  harmless  vege¬ 
table  gum  or  gelatin. 

SKIM  MILK  is  milk  from  which  a  part  or  all  the  cream  has  been 
removed  and  contains  not  less  than  8,8^  of  milk  solids.

CONDENSED  SKIM  MILK  is  skirn  milk  from  which  a  considerable  por¬ 
tion  of  water  has  been  evaporated  and  contains  not  less  than 
18^  of  milk  solids. 

UILK  FAT  or  BUl’TER  FAT  is  the  fat  of  milk  and  has  a  Reichert-Meissl 
number  not  less  than  24  and  a  specific  gravity  not  less  than 
0.905  (40°C). 

PROHIBITED:  Unlav/ful  to  produce,  manufacture,  or  sell  *  *  *  any  milk 
or  product  of  milk  to  which  has  been  added,  or  that  may  contain, 
any  compound  of  boron,  salicylic  acid,  formaldehyde,  or  other 
chemical  or  substance  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  or  delay¬ 
ing  fermentation  or  souring.  Coloring  matter  and  gelatin  also 
prohibited.

Butters. 

BUTTER  is  the  product  made  by  gathering  in  any  manner  the  fat  of 
fresh  or  ripened  milk  or  cream  into  a  mass,  and  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  butter  to  contain  less  than  80^  of  butter  fat 
or  more  than  16^  of  water,  or  such  per  cent  as  shall  be  es¬ 
tablished  bj  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  U.  S.;  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  amount  of  butter  fat  or  water  in  the  product 
of  any  one  manufacturer,  or  in  any  given  quantity  of  butter 
shall  be  determined  as  hereinafter  provided  with  reference 
to  reno'vated  or  process  butter.  Butter  may  contain  a  harm¬ 
less  vegetable  coloring  matter. 

RENOVATED  or  PROCESS  is  the  product  made  by  molting  butter  and  re¬ 
working  without  the  addition  or  use  of  chemicals  or  any  sub¬ 
stance  except  milk,  crea-m,  or  salt,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  such  renovated  or  process  butter  to  contain  less  than 
80^  of  butter  fat  or  more  than  16^  of  water;  or  is  the  product 
which  conforms  to  such  test  as  shall  be  established  by  the  U. 
S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  It  may  contain  harmless  vege¬ 
table  coloring  matter. 


Confectionery. 

PROHIBITED:  same  as  in  the  Federal  Act. 


Cream. 

Must  contain  not  less  than  16^  butter  fat. 

CONDENSED  or  EVAPORATED,  is  the  product  obtained  by  the  evaporation 
of  a  portion  of  water  from  cream  containing  not  less  than  18^ 
by  weight  of  butter  fat. 


Ice  Creams, 

ICE  CREAM  is  the  frozen  product  made  from  cream  and  sugar  with  or 

without  flavoring  and  must  contain  not  less  than  14^  of  butter 
fat.  The  use  of  eggs,  gelatin,  and  vegetable  gums  is  not  for¬ 
bidden. 

FRUIT  ICS  CREAM  must  contain  not  less  than  12^  butter  fat. 

NUT  ICE  CREAM  must  contain  not  less  than  butter  fat. 
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COLORADO. 


iMilk  Products. 

MILK  shall  contain  not  less  than  3^  butter  fat. 
SWEETENED,  CONDENSED  MILK  shall  contain  not  less  than 
28^  by  weight  of  milk  solids  and  not  less  than 
7.7^  butter  fat. 

UNSWEETENED,  CONDENSED  MILK  shall  contain  not  less  than 
24^  by  weight  of  milk  solids  and  not  less  than  7.7^ 
butter  fat.

distilled  alcohol,  and  shall  not  have  a  brown  color  in  imita¬ 
tion  of  cider  vinegar. 

MALT  VINEGAR  is  vinegar  fermented  strictly  and  distinctly  from  bar¬ 
ley  malt,  or  cereals  whose  starch  has  been  converted  by  malt. 

SUGAR  VINEGAR  shall  be  strictly  and  distinctly  fermented  from

SUGAR  VINEGAR  is  strictly  and  distinctly  fermented  from  sucrose, 
molasses,  or  refiners  sirup.  .

HONEY,  LIQUID  or  EXTRACTED,  STRAIJ'ISID,  is  the  nectar  of  flowers 
that  has  been  transformed  by.  and  is  the  natural  product 
of  the  honey  bee,  taken  from  the  honeycomb,  and  marketed 
in  a  liquid,  candied,  or  granulated  condition.

sirup, 

MAPLE  SIRUP  is  sirup  made  from  nure  maple  sap.

CANNED  is  the  cooked,  fresh  meat  of  fov;l,  neat  ca,ttle,  or  swine, 
preserved  in  hermetically  sealed  packages. 

CORNED  is  meat  cured  or  pickled  with  dry  salt  or  in  brine,  with  or 
without  the  addition  of  sugar  or  sirup  or  saltpeter, 

EXTRACT  is  the  product  obtained  by  extracting  fresh  meat  with  boil¬ 
ing  v/ater  and  concentrating  the  liquid  portion  by  evaporation 
after  the  removal  of  fat,  and  contains  not  less  than  75^  of 
total  solids,  of  which  not  over  21%  is  ash  and  not  over  12^  is 
sodium  chlorid  (calculated  from  the  total  chlorin  present),  not 
,  over  0.6^  is  fat,  and  not  less  than  8^  is  nitrogen.  The  nitrog¬ 

enous  compounds  contain  not  less  than  40^  of  meat  bases  and 
not  less  than  10^  of  crestin  and  creatinin. 

FLUID  MEAT  EXTRACT  is  identical  with  meat  extract  except  that  it  is 
concentrated  to  a  lower  degree  and  contains  not  more  than  75 
and  not  less  than  50^  of  total  solids. 

BONE  EXTRACT  is  the  product  obtained  by  extracting  fresh,  trimmed 
bones  with  boiling  water,  and  concentrating  the  liquid  por¬ 
tion  by  evaporation  after  removal  of  fat  and  contains  not  less 
than  75^  of  total  solids. 

FLUID  BONE  EXTRACT  is  identical  with  bone  extract  except  that  it  is 
concentrated  to  a  lower  degree  and  contains  not  miOre  than  75 
and  not  less  than  50^  of  total  solids. 

MEAT  JUICE  is  the  fluid  portion  of  muscle  fiber  Obtained  by  pressure 
or  otherwise,  and  may  be  concentrated  by  evaporation  at  a  tem¬ 
perature  below  the  coagulating  point  of  the  soluble  proteids. 

The  solids  contain  not  more  than  15^  of  ash,  not  more  than  2.5^ 
of  sodium  chlorid  (calculated  from  the  total  chlorin  present), 
not  more  than  4  nor  less  thB,n  2^  of  phosphoric  acid  (P^Og),  s-nd 
not  less  than  12^  of  nitrogen.  The  nitrogenous  bodies  contain 
not  less  than  35^  of  coagulable  proteids  and  not  more  than  40^ 
of  meat  bases, 

PEPTONES  are  products  prepared  by  the  digestion  of  proteid  mamerial 
by  means  of  enzyms  or  otherwise,  and  contain  not  less  than  90^ 
of  proteoses  and  peptones. 

GELATIN,  (edible  gelatin)  is  the  purified,  dried,  inodorous  product 
of  the  hydrolysis,  by  treatment  with  boiling  water,  of  certain 
tissues,  as  skin,  ligaments,  and  bones,  from  sound  animals,  and 
contains  not  more  than  2%  of  ash  and  not  less  than  15^  of  nitro¬ 
gen. 

MEAT  LOAF  is  a  mixture  of  comminuted  cooked  meat  with  or  without 

spices,  cereals,  milk,  and  eggs,  and  pressed  into  a  loaf.  If 
it  bears  a  descriptive  name,  it  corresponds  thereto, 

MEAT  -  POTTED  is  comminuted  and  cooked  meat  from  those  parts  of  the 
animal  ordinarily  used  for  food  in  the  fresh  state,  with  or 
without  salt  and  spices,  and  enclosed  in  suitable  containers 
hermetically  sealed. 
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Meat  Products  (Continued). 

MEATS  -  MANUEACTORBD. 

SAUSAGE,  SAUSAGE  MEAT,  is  a  comminuted  meat  from  neat 

cattle  or  swine,  or  a  mixture  of  such  meats,  either 
fresh,  salted,  pickled,  or  smoked,  with  added  salt 
and  spices,  and  with  or  without  the  addition  of 
edible  animal  fats,  blood,  and  sugar,  or  subsequent 
smoking.  It  contains  no  larger  amount  of  water  than 
the  meats  from  v/hich  it  is  prepared  contain  when  in 
their  fresh  condition,  and  if  it  bears  a  name  de¬ 
scriptive  of  kind,  composition,  or  origin,  it  corre¬ 
sponds  to  such  descriptive  name.  All  animal  tissues 
used  as  containers  such  as  casings,  stomachs,  etc., 
are  clean  and  sound  and  impart  to  the  contents  no 
other  substance  than  salt.  Nothing  in  the  act  shall 
be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  sale  of  sausage  mixed 
with  not  to  exceed  4^  of  cereals  or  potato  flour  and 
not  to  exceed  10^  of  added  water  as  and  for  ’’sausage 
with  cereals"  or  "sausage  with  potato  flour"  as  the 
case  may  be. 

BLOOD  SAUSAGE  is  sausage  to  which  has  been  added  clean 

fresh  blood  from  neat  cattle  or  swine  in  good  health 
at  the  time  of  slaughter. 

MINCE,  MINCEMEAT,  is  a  mixture  of  not  less  than  10^  of  cooked, 
comminuted  meat,  with  chopped  suet,  apple  or  other 
fruit,  salt  and  spices,  and  with  sugar,  sirup,  or 
molasses,  and  with  or  without  vinegar,  fresh,  con¬ 
centrated,  or  fermented  fruit  juices  or  spirituous 
liquors. 


Milk  Products. 

MILK,  Definition  is  similar  to  that  in  Circular  19  but  with  8 

days  before  and  4  days  after  calving.  It  should  contain  not 
less  than  8.5^  solids  not  fat  and  not  less  than  3^  milk  fat. 

BUTTERMILK.  Definition  is  the  same  as  in  Circular  19, 

CCNDENSED  MILK  is  milk  from  which  a  considerable  portion  of  water 
has  been  evaporated  and  to  which  sugar  (sucrose)  has  been 
addedi  and  contains  not  less  than  28^  of  milk  solids  and 
not  less  than  8^  of  milk  fat. 

EVAPCRATED  MILK  is  milk  from  which  a  considerable  portion  of 

water  has  been  evaporated  and  contains  not  less  than  28^  of 
milk  solids  and.not  less  than  8^  of  milk  fat. 

GCAT’S  MILK,  EWE’S  MILK,  KUMISS,  PASTEURIZED  MILK,  CCNDENSED 

SKIM  MILK,  STERILIZED  MIIJC,  WHEY;  definitions  same  as  in 
Circular  19. 

MCDIFIED  MILK  is  milk  modified  in  its  composition  so  as  to  have 

a  definite  and  stated  percentage  of  one  or  more  of  its  con¬ 
stituents, 

SKIM  MILK  is  milk  from  which  a  part  or  all  of  the  cream  has  been 
removed,  and  contains  not  less  than  9^  of  milk  solids. 

Oils. 

LINSEED  -  RAW;  must  conform  to  the  standards  of  the  8th  Decen¬ 
nial  Revision  of  the  U.S.P, 
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Oils  (Continued). 

LINSEED,  FLAXSEED-BOILED}  shall  have  been  prepared  by  heating 
pure  raw  linseed  oil  with  or  without  the  addition  of  not 
to  exceed  4^  of  drier  to  a  temperature  not  less  than  225®  F. 

Its  specific  gravity  at  60°  F.  must  be  not  less  than  0.935 

and  not  greater  than  0.945;  its  saponification  value  (Koett- 

storfer  figure)  must  not  be  less  than  186;  its  iodin  number 

must  not  be  less  than  160;  its  acid  value  must  not  exceed 
10;  the  volatile  matter  expelled  at  212°  F,  must  not  exceed 
one-half  of  1^;  no  mineral  or  other  foreign  oil  or  free 
rosin  shall  be  present,  and  the  amount  of  unsaponif iable 
matter  as  determined  by  standard  methods  shall  not  exceed 
2.6^;  the  film  left  after  flowing  the  oil  over  glass  and 
allov/ing  it  to  drain  in  a  vertical  position  must  dry  free 
from  tackiness  in  not  to  exceed  20  hours  at  a  temperature 
of  about  70°  F.
